Remarks 

The Examiner has rejected claims 83-86, 88, 89 and 91-96 under Section 102(e) 

as anticipated by Anderson et al The Examiner alleges that Anderson et al. disclose, 

among other elements of the claims, that: "The particles may further be labeled with 

different fluorescently labeled aj talytes such as Cy2, Cy3 and Cy5 for competition assays, 

where each specific antibody bii ids to one of the fluorescently labeled analytes (col. 14, 

lines 15-32)." Independent claiia 92 recites: 

A method of forming an assembly of encoded beads embedded in a gel, wherein 
beads in the assembly aro encoded with different labels, and wherein differently 
labeled beads have diffei ent biomolecules displayed on their surfaces and the 
labeling indicates the typ e of biomolecule displayed on particular beads and the 
type of analyte said biorr olecule is capable of binding with . . .. 
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
